Three hundred millions of Christians, which is almost all 
the Believers in Jesus in the round world, spend next 
week in services of worship for this purpose. It is a 
blessed fact, and considering the occasion it is almost like 
the great multitude which will one day sing the song of 
the Redeemed. I hope, therefore, my own people will 
come together at every service and join Gop’s worshippers 
throughout the world. I have been pained at the manner 
in which many of you have neglected your Lenten du- 
ties. Many of you have never been present at any Lent 
Service in the week —some of you only at one; which is 
to pay no special regard to the Holy Season, for there is 
always one service. ** Be not deceived; God is not mocked. 

You that have 
cared nothing for God's call through His Church, may 
expect that He will be away from you when you are ex- 


posed to temptations and in danger of falling into sin.
